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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR § 1.102(d), filed January 20, 2006, to make the above- 
identified application special based on actual infringement as set forth in M.P.E.P. § 708.02, Section 11. 

The petition is DISMISSED.

(C) That he or she has made or caused to be made a careful and thorough search of the 
prior art or has a good knowledge of the pertinent prior art. 

Applicant must provide one copy of each of the references deemed most closely related 
to the subject matter encompassed by the claims if said references are not already of 
record. 

While the instant petition meets the above requirements it is signed by only David Miliary and not by all 
of the applicants for patent. See 37 CFR 1.33(b).
